Rioters supportive of President Donald 
Trump violently stormed the U.S. Capitol on 
Wednesday halting Congress as it debated 
whether to accept Arizona’s disputed elec- 
tors. 

The standoff lasted for hours and fea- 
tured images of authorities drawing guns on 
the intruders and Trump supporters wan- 
dering through the inner office of House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi and the dais where

Nation’s stunning day; 
Arizona’s starring role

It was a scene that one conservative con- 
gressman said reminded him of his time in 
Iraq and that others likened to life in a devel- 
oping country. But it was happening in 
America, an insurrection in the U.S. Capitol. 
And when the history of Jan. 6, 2021, is writ- 
ten, Arizona’s role will be central. 

Hundreds of rioters stormed the Capitol 
on Wednesday, breaking windows, crowd- 
ing into the Rotunda, invading House and 
Senate chambers and even breaking into the 
office of House Speaker Nancy Pelosi. Wash- 
ington police said one person inside the

Warnock, Ossoff win in Georgia, swing Senate majority to Dems

ATLANTA - Democrats won both 
Georgia Senate seats — and with them, 
the U.S. Senate majority — as final votes 
were counted Wednesday, serving 


President Donald Trump a stunning de- 
feat in his turbulent final days in office 
while dramatically improving the fate of 
President-elect Joe Biden’s progressive 
agenda. 

Jon Ossoff and Raphael Warnock, 
Democratic challengers who represent- 
ed the diversity of their party’s evolving 


coalition, defeated Republicans David 
Perdue and Kelly Loeffler two months 
after Biden became the first Democratic 
presidential candidate to carry the state 
since 1992. 

Warnock, who served as pastor for 
the same Atlanta church where civil- 
rights leader the Rev. Martin Luther 


King Jr. preached, becomes the first Af- 
rican American from Georgia elected to 
the Senate. And Ossoff becomes the 
state’s first Jewish senator and, at 33 
years old, the Senate’s youngest mem- 
ber.
